A City Without a Onrdeo. 


\Yhon the old board ot aldermen went 


out o£ office last night, Alderman Kob- 
inson made ai^ interesting raport which 
should cause tha people of Janostille to 
feol proud of the management of the 
city's finances. It is in effect, that there 
is a debt oC only 8^3,000 owed by Janes- 
villa—a debt which could be paid in a 
single year without making the rate of 
ot taxation as great as that ot Beloit. 
This debt of only $23,000 is in bonds 
which havo not as yot matured. There 
ai-o no suits pending against tho city, and 
•outstanding accounts due and unpaid. 


This is a most gratifying exhibit. It 


shows that tho common council- has not 
been extravagant. Tho disposition of 
city councils as a rule, is to spend 
money, and this is why the municipal 
debt of i.his country is running up into 
hundreds of millions. There, are not a 
dozen cities in the United States ol the 
population oC 10.COO or over, the debt and 
taxation of which, are so small as that &' 
Janesville. In other places these have in- 
creased at an alarming rate until some 
cities hating a population of not more 
tban 15.000 or 25,000, are burdened with 
a debt of from 5100,000 to 81,000,000 
Some tax-payers have thought the city 
government has been too conservative in 
certain respects, but the. safer side is al- 
ways that o" economy; and if Janesville 
lacks public works and other improve' 
ments that make aa outward show, it 
has, what some cities devoutly wish for 
but cannot obtai»,a low debt.and very low 
taxation. The. time may come when th/e 
thrift aud business interests of the orty 
may demand greater public improve- 
ments, and if it does wo believe the sen- 
timent ot the city will warrant their con- 
struction.. In tho roean time let ua re- 
joice over the good reputation which 
Janesville enjoys for economy and free- 
dom from debt -which, burdens tho peo- 
ple.
